R. R. Mullig a n, New To rk 
Washington, D. C.—With the su bsid­ 
ence of the epidemic of influ enza the 
1 attention of health officers la directed 
to pneu monia, bronchitis and other 
diseases of the respiratory system 
which regu larly cau se a large nu mber 
of deaths, especially du ring the winter 
season. 
According to Ru pert Blu e, 
Su rgeon General of the United States 
Pu blic Health Senric« , these diseases 
will be especially prevalent this win­ 
ter u nless the people are particu larly 
carefu l to obey health Instru ction^ 
“The present epidemic,” sal<J Bu r­ 
geon General Blu e, “has tau ght by bit­ 
ter experience how readily’ a conflitto* 
beginning apparently as a slight cold 
may go on to pneu monia and death. 
Althou gh the worst of the epidemic Is 
over, there will continu e to be a large 
nu mber of scattered cases, many of 
them mild and u nrecognized, which 
will be danger spots to be gu arded 
against” The Su rgeon General lik ened 
the present situ ation to that after a 
great flre, saying, “No Are chief who 
u nderstands his bu siness stops playing 
the hose on the charred debris as soon 
as the flames and visible fire havo dis­ 
appeared. 
On the contrary, he con­ 
tinu es the water for hou rs and even 
days, for he k nows that there is dan­ 
ger of the fire rek indling from smol­ 
dering embers.” 
“Then you fear another ou tbreak of 
Influ enza?” he was ask ed. “Not neces­ 
sarily another large epidemic,” said 
the Su rgeon General, “bu t u nless the 
people learn to realize the seriou sness 
of the danger they will be compelled to 
pay a heavy death toll from 
pneumo ­ 
nia and other respira tory diseases. 


Common Colds Highly Catching. 
“It Is encou raging to observe that 
people are beginning to learn that or- 
; dlnary cou ghs and colds are highly 
catching and are spread from person 
to person by means of droplets of 
germ laden mu cu s. 
Su ch droplets are 
sprayed into the air when careless or 
ignorant people cou gh or sneeze with­ 
ou t covering their mou th and nose. It 
Is also good to k now that people have 
learned something abou t the valu e of 
fresh air. 
In su mmer, when people 
are largely ou t of doors, the respira­ 
tory diseases (cou ghs, colds, pneu mo­ 
nia, etc.) are Infrequ ent; In the fall, 
as people begin to remain Indoors, the 
respiratory diseases Increase; In ths 
winter, when people are prone to stay 
in badly ventilated, overheated rooms, 
the respiratory diseases become very 
prevalent 


Su itable Clothing Impo rta nt. 
“Still another factor In the produ c­ 
tion of colds, pneu monia and other re­ 
spiratory diseases 1» carelessness or Ig­ 
norance of the people regarding su it­ 
able clothing du ring the seasons when 
the weather su ddenly changes, sitting 
In warm rooms too heavily dressed or, 
what Is even more common, especially 
among women, dressing so lightly that 
windows are k ept closed In order to be 
comfortably warm. This la 
a very In­ 
ju riou s practice.

The problem of caring for the babies 
of Sicily was one which the Red Crosa 
workers were almost at a loss to solve 
until the shipment of sweetened con­ 
densed milk came to their rescue.

can of condensed milk would last a 
baby a wTeek, for one spoonful, put In a 
cup of boiling water, was sufficient for 
a feeding, and so, to many a Sicilian 
family the terms “America” and “con­ 
densed milk” will always be synony­ 
mous. 
L ast February a list of fifty families 
of Italian soldiers was given to the 
Red Cross workers in Italy. The fam­ 
ilies were carefully investigated and 
registered and the milk was given to 
them for the little children, especially 
the babies. Mothers came for the cans 
and were grateful beyond expression.

the milk daily, as it would not keep

The mot he rs brought their 
own containers, and the milk was pre­ 
pared, sugar added, and they were in­ 
structed carefully as to Its use. Abso­ 
lute cleanliness of receptacles was in­ 
sisted upon, and the homes were vis­ 
ited in order to make sure that the 
milk rations were being backed bjr 
healthful conditions. 
Aside from the saving of the lives of 
the children, the soldiers are happier 
and they are better soldiers now that 
they know that their loved ones are 
being cared for by the Crossa Rossa.

W BURSTING BOMBS 


AND ROCKETS' CLARE 


Heroism of Two Red Cross Doc- 
tors and Two Women Canteen 
Workers During Bombardment. 


Just outside the French" town of 


Oompiegne stands the Chateau of An- 
nel, an ancient structure dating bach 
hundreds of years. Its walls and vault- 
ed rooms could tell many a tale of 
mediaeval 
adventure—perchance of 


violence—of romance and sorrow. 


Today It can tell the story of two 


surgeons—American Red Cross doc- 
tors—who for a day and a night and a 
second day saved hundreds of lives- 
operating by candle light upon wound- 
ed French soldiers, the while shells 
crashed and the plug of machine gun 
bullets resounded—the while the ene- 
my was advancing steadily until he got 
within five miles of the little hospital.

The two Red Cross doctors were at 


their wits' ends. Their labors were 
circumscribed by human limitations. 
There were just four hands nnd no as- 
sistance of any kind. But somehow 
fate usually intervenes when the need 
is direct. So in the nick of time two 
American canteen women came over 
from Compiegne. 


Still, supplies were lacking, and 


again fate proved kind.\ Five heavily 
laden Red Cross camions arrived with- 
in an hour after the women, each with 
two men, so that the personnel now 
consisted of two doctors, two women 
and ten men. 


Inside two begrimed human belags, 


spattered with blood, tenFe of face, but 
nlert and ready for any emergency. 
Two brave women are handing them 
the instruments as they are needed— 
the bandages, the other surgical para- 
phernalia. Other men are holding can- 
dles, administering anaesthetics, car- 
rying In the wounded, carrying out 
those whose wounds have been bound 
up, playing hospital nngels in an un- 
known tongue to the fellows lying in 
the wards. 


CONDENSED MILK FOR 


LITTLE SICILIANS 


The problem of caring for the babies 


of Sicily was one which the Bed Cross 
workers were almost at a loss to solve 
until the shipment of sweetened con- 
densed mlHc came to their rescue. A 
can of condensed milk would last a 
baby a week, for one spoonful, put in a 
cup of boiling water, was sufficient for 
a feeding, and so, to many a Sicilian 
family the terms "America" and "con- 
densed milk" will always be synony- 
mous. 


Last February a list of fifty families 


of Italian soldiers was given to the 
Red Cross workers in Italy. The fam- 
ilies were carefully Investigated and 
registered and the milk was given to 
them for the little ^children, especially 
the babies. Mothers came for the can* 
and were grateful beyond expression. 


But with the coming of warm 


weather It was necessary to give out 
the milk daily, as it would not keep 
sweet. 
The mothers brought their 


own containers, and the milk was pr«- 
. pared, sugar added, and they were In- 
structed carefully as to Its use. Abso- 
lute cleanliness of receptacles was In- 
sisted upon, and the homes -were vis- 
ited in order to make sure that the 
milk rations were being backed by 
healthful conditions. 


Aside from the saving of the lives of 


the children, the soldiers are happier 
and they are better soldiers now that 
they know that tbelr loved ones are 
being cared for by the Crossa Hossa. 


FOOD AT LOW COST - 


FOR BELGIAN FAMILIES 


Through the combined efforts of the 


American Bed' Cross and the Belgian 
Government, food is now supplied at 
low cost to the families of those Bel- 
gian soldiers who are at the front or 
have been killed or taken prisoner. 
The Commissioner for Belgium of the 
Bed Cross recently adviced the Bel- 
gian Government that the American 
people were ready to undertake this
